respectfully presentthe following report for the year 1911. 

No change has taken place in either the personnel 
or the organization of the Board. 

The administration of the affairs of the Institution 
by the Warden, Robert J. McKenty has met the entire 
cordial approval of the Board. 

During the year the new additional building, contain- 
ing one hundred and twenty cells, authorized by, and for 
which an appropriation of $60,000 was mad§ by the legis- 
lature, has been completed and is now occupied. The 
cost of this building was $52,698.11 and the balance of 
$7,301.89 not expended in its construction has therefore 
been returned to the Treasur}^ of the State. In the erec- 
tion and equipment of the building no other than the la- 
bor of the prisoners was employed. The greatest care has 
been exercised in its lighting, ventilation and the adop- 
tion of the best sanitary methods. 

A new stable also entirely constructed by our in- 
mates has been built to take the place of the old one 
which was dilapidated and unsightly, thus providing the 
Institution in that respect with better and more enlarged 

facilities. 
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Every effort is being pursued for the development 
of the mental and moral training of the convicts. The 
system of education has met with most gratifying results. 
Many who have come to the Penitentiary unable to read 
or write have been taught these and other elementary 
branches. Special attention is also now being di-rected 
to the teaching of the younger convicts a knowledge of 
some trade which will enable them when leaving the In- 
stitution to lead useful and better lives. 

The administration of the Parole Law commands 
much of our thought and attention. Thus far the result 
of its application has been very satisfactory The tabu- 
lated statement show^s that out of 128 prisoners paroled, 
18 only, have not complied with its requirements and of 
these 15 have been returned to the Institution. 

The general health is good, and the mortality rate 
low; our Hospital equipment is efficient and its services 
successful. 

The Consulting staff have rendered us prompt and 
valuable service, which we highly appreciate and grate- 
fully acknowledge. 

The Board have given close personal attention to the 
various departments and the business methods of the In- 
stitution. We have been favored with the visits of Gov- 
ernors and members of the Penal Boards of several of the 
States whose thoughtful criticism and generous commen- 
dation have been welcome and gratifying. 

The Board announce with sincerest regret the loss of 
Dr. Arthur V. Meigs, one of the most important and 
efficient members of the Medical Staff, who died on the 
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first of January, 1912. Dr. Meigs gave generously to 
the Institution his advice and services whenever requir- 
ed, which the Board take this opportunity of gratefully 
recognizing. 

In concluding this report, the President of the Board 
feels that he should take this opportunity of giving ex- 
pression to his personal appreciation of the faithful and 
efficient service rendered by his associates thereon. They 
have unselfishly given their time, thought and labor to 
this great work and are entitled to the approval of all 
persons interested therein.

I beg leave' to submit the following report 
for the year 1911. 

On the first day of January, there were prisoners in 
this Institution as follows : — 

1073 white males, 18 white females, 301 colored 
males, 15 colored females. 

During the year, there were received prisoners as 
follows : — 

287 white males, 9 white females, 100 black males, 
5 col ored females. 

Prisoners were discharged duringtheyear as follows: 

By Commutation Law 300; by Order of Court 18; 
Time out 1; by Death 14; by Pardon 14; by Order of 
Managers of Huntingdon Reformatory 6; by Parole 105. 

At the close of the year there were prisoners as fol- 
lows : — 

1017 white males, 15 white females, 306 colored 
males, 12 colored females, showing a decrease in the 
population from last year of 57. 

The largest number present during the year was 
1412, the smallest 1312, the average being 1366. 

During the year the discipline of the Institution has 
been good. 

The Sanitary Plumbing has been installed on the 8th 
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and 10th Blocks. 

The New Block No. 12 consisting of 120 Cells has 
been finished and occupied during the past year and it 
has given good satisfaction. 

The ice manufacturing and cold storage Plant, is do- 
ing good work and fully meets all our anticipations. 

The Visitors of the various prison societies have been 
diligent in their efforts. 

During the year there have been quite a number of 
prisoners baptized and confirmed by the various churches. 
The Sisters of Mercy and the King's Daughters have reg- 
ulary visited the female prisoners. 

The Pennsylvania Prison Society, through their a- 
gents, Mr. Frederick J. Pooley and Mr. Albert H. Votau, 
have been very faithful in providing clothing to those in 
need at the time of their discharge. 

The progress made by those, who have taken advan- 
tage of the school, has been very satisfactory. 

During the year, there has been built a new stable 
to take the place of the old one, which had become dilap- 
idated. 

It is with deep regret that I have to announce the 
death of Albert A. Derr, who had been an officer of this 
Institution for over thirty years, and Frank C. Buck, 
Superintendent of the Cigar Department; also on Janu- 
ary 1, 1912, the death of Dr. Arthur V. Meigs, who was 
one of the Consulting Staff and who was liked very much 
by all the prisoners. 

I desire to thank the Board of Inspectors, Chaplain, 
and all the officers for the counsel and aid given me in 
the discharge of my duties during the year.

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Of the sixty prisoners received during 1911, who have served 
one or more terms previously in this Institution. They are illus- 
trations of persistency in course of crime and indicate the growth 
of a permanent class whose causes and remedies call for the most 
serious consideration. 

1 (B 5660), received January 28, 1911. On September 14, 1908, 
at the age of twenty four years, he was convicted* in the Court of 
Berks County of attempted burglary and sentenced to two years in 
this Penitentiary, which expired under the commutation law April 
14, 1910 (B 4453). On January 21, 1911 at the age of 27, he was 
convicted in the Court of Berks County of burglary, and was sen- 
tenced to not less than two years and six months and not more than 
ten years in this Penitentiary, his present term (B 5660). He is a 
native of Reading, Pa., attended private school one and one half 
years, is occasionally intemperate and single. 

2 (B 5680), received February 10, 1911. On September 19, 
1898, at the age of twenty five years, he was convicted of forgery 
and sentenced in the Court of Berks County to three years in this 
Penitentiary, which expired under the commutation law May 19, 
1901, (A 9881). On September 10, 1901, at the age of twenty nine 
he was convicted of forgery and sentenced in the Court of Berks 
County to three years and six months in this Penitentiary, where he 
was discharged on March 10, 1904, (B 1084). On June 13, 1904, 
at the age of thirty one years, he was convicted of forgery in the 
the Court of Berks County and sentenced to four years in this Pen- 
itentiary, where he was discharged under the commutation law May

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Doctor^s Report 



To the Honorable Board oj Inspectors of the State Penitentiary 
for the Eastern District of Pennsylvania: 
Gentlemen: 

I beg to submit the following report of the Medical 
Department for the year 1911. 

The general health of the Institution has been good, no conta- 
gious cases have developed and there was but one case of typhoid 
fever treated during the year : in this case the disease was contrac- 
ted previous to admission. 

There were 18,986 sick calls during the year and 21,728 pre- 
scriptions from the drug store; 345 cases were treated in the hos- 
pital of which number 13 died and there was one suicide making a 
mortality rate per 1000 from disease on average population of 9.51, 
and on total population from all cases of 7.74. 

Of the 458 prisoners discharged during the year 293 gained 
weight, 23 remained stationary and 142 including those who died 
lost weight. 

Eighteen cases having been examined by Commission and found 
insane, were by order of Court transferred to hospitals for the insane; 
of this number two were returned to the Penitentiary as cured. 

The tubercular cases are isolated and treated in open air cells, 
the tubercular death rate per 1000 on average population was 1.46. 
During the year the facilities for the open air treatment has been 
increased by the addition of ten open air cells. 
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The trained nurses in the hospital have been a valuable aid in 
caring for the sick. 

The food supply has been carefully, and regularly inspected by 
the physician and found good. 

Thanks are due to the consulting staff who have cheerfully 
rendered valuable assistance. It becomes a sad duty to record the 
death of our medical Consultant Dr. Arthur V. Meigs, who died 
January 1st., 1912. He was not only an experienced and skillful 
physician but a true hearted man, cheerful and sympathetic with 
the sick, and considerate of his associates; his sudden death was a 
sorrow to his many friends and a loss to this Institution.

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The Board of Inspectors of the Eastern State Penitentiary of Pennsyl- 
vania: 
Gentlemen : — 

Acknowledging with devout thanksgiving to God, 
the protection and favors of his hands, I respectfully beg to report; 
the improvement in the general tone of the Institution, both phy- 
sical and mental, still continues, and is a matter of remark by 
those who have watched its course. 

Every step taken, widens our view of the possibility that seems 
within reach, and yet that is so difficult to reach by reason of the 
limitations imposed upon us by circumstances over which we have 
no control. 

In this manner the entire Institution in its physical constitu- 
tion, and mental and social life, seems to be a new creation that 
makes it not only a wonder to strangers, but also even to ourselves, 
who have seen it and lived through it. 

Our school work has grown beyond our facilities for its main- 
tainance, so that we are compelled to transfer our elementary 
Scholars from school classes to the list of the Correspondence school 
sooner than we ought for their advantage, in order to make room 
for others coming into our midst, absolutely illiterate. 

In the department of music, we are still providing occupation 
and entertainment for a large number ; in both these directions we 
are very much hampered for room, but are doing the best with the 
materials at hand, because of the positive need that presses us, and 
the obvious advantage gained. 

The Pennsylvania Prison Society continues its work of provid- 
ing clothing for discharged prisoners who may be in need; also 
fnrnishine^ tools to mechanics who have the opportunity of obtain- 
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ing employment. The position of its secretary has been taken by 
Mr. Albert H. Votaw in the place of Mr. John L. Lytle, deceased. 

Mr. Frederick J. Pooley is doing the work as General Agent, 
which brings him into intimate relations with those who come to us 
from Philadelphia Courts, and affords him exceptional opportun- 
ities for good. 

The official visitors of the Pennsylvania Prison Society, The 
American Society for Visiting Catholic Prisoners, the Protestant 
Episcopal City Mission, and the Prisoner's Guild of the King's 
Daughters, are in regular attendance, and constant in their ministry. 
Pastors of the various demoninations are cordially welcomed in 
their visits to members of their respective communions. 

The Sunday services for worship are regularly held at 9 O'clock 
each Sunday, and are well sustained with preachers and choirs 
from the various Denominations. 

Mrs. Maud Ballington Booth and her son. Staff Capt. Charles 
Booth have been with us in our Sunday service and given us inspir- 
ation and help in their addresses. 

We have had the presence and ministry of the Bishops of the 
Catholic Church, and of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
confirmation of large classes of the prisoners. The services of the 
Confessional, and the Holy Communion are regularly provided, and 
freely attended. 

A **song service'* is held at 3.30 p. m. by choirs of City Churches, 
provided by the Protestant Episcopal City Mission, in which a Bi- 
monthly choir is furnished by The American Society for Visiting 
Catholic Prisoners. 

In the absence of a church choir on Christmas Sunday, we had 
a service by our Orchestra, with a choir from our Sunday morning 
Chorus, which met with many expressions of satisfaction and ap- 
preciation. 

We are generously supplied with religious papers and maga- 
zines by our friends among the Churches. 
Our staunch friends and supporters for many years, John J. Lytle, 
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and the Rev. Samuel W. Thomas, D. D. have been called from 
among us to their reward. 

I desire to acknowledge, and express our thankfulness for, the 
sympathy and help which we have received from many friends 
among all the churches, which I can not specify in this report. 

Our work in the Printing and Bindery departments is grow- 
ing, and we are .greatly aided by the equipment received from the 
recent session of the Legislature, by which we are able to do all 
the work needed by the Institution on its printing supplies, except 
an especially large sheet. 

The effect on the morals of the prison, by the constant for- 
mation and moving of the classes to the school, is a constant in- 
terest. 

I desire to acknowledge the generous consideration and willing 
help, that I have uniformly received from the Board and the War- 
den. The courtsey and ready assistance of the officers in various 
needs of my work, receive my sincere thanks. 

I submit some figures gathered in my interviews with those 
admitted during the year.
